Kansas C ity Stock Yards, Octo­ 


ber 15, 1906.— Supply of quaran­ 


tine last week was moderate, and 


prices advanced 5 to 15 cents, most 


on steers. 
Feed steers are begin­ 
ning to come to the quarantine di­ 
vision now, two lots last week at 
$4.20, and a load of 1300 pound 
steers today from Monco, at $4.75. 
The market is steady and active 
today, grass steers selling from 


$ 2.75 to -13.85, cows $2.25 to $2.75, 
canners aud bulls $1.85 to $2.25. 
The supply is more liberal today, 
2200 head, very few calves includ­ 
ed. 
Calves have been scarce iii the 
quarantine 
division, only a few 
light weights, which have sold at 
$5-50 t° $6.00, and heavy calves 
$3.25 to $4.oo. 
The cattle supply 
in the native division is liberal, 
market very 
satisfactory. 
The 
large number of feeder aud stocker 
buyers here for the last week or 
ten days keep the killer buyers 011 
the alert, and the general market 
advanced 5 to 15 cents last week. 
Most feeders have completed ar­ 
rangements for the winter’s opera­ 
tion and as the season is getting 
late a brisk demand is assured from 
that source the next few weeks, 
which will give the general market 
a good tone. 
H og receipts were larger last 
week, market lower middle of the 
week, but cosed strong. 
Saturday 
run is 5000 today, market strong 
to 5 cents higher, weights between

In Different W ays, 
Our great poet Shakespeare spelled 
his surnam e In two w ays—viz, “Shak- 
spere” aud “Sbakspeare” in writing 
the three signatures to his will, uow at 
Somerset House. Besides these three 
there are tw o other authentic signa­ 
tures, of which the first, In Hie con­ 
veyance of his B lackfrlars property, is 
w ritten “Shakspere,” and the second, 
in the mortgage deed relating to the 
sam e property, has l*eeu interpreted 
both as “Shakspere” and “Skaksi>eare.” 
“Shakspere” is the spelling of the al­ 
leged autograph lu the B ritish mu­ 
seum copy of Florio s 
Montaigne* 
but the authenticity of the signature 
Is considered doubtful. The name of 
the poet’s father occurs sixty-six times 
in the council books of Stratford and 
Is spelled in sixteen ways, the com­ 
monest form tieing “Shaxpere." 
Al­ 
most all references to the poet in the 
seventeenth century’ 
give 
the 
form 
“Shakespeare,” which is used also on 
the grant of arm s In 159d, In the li­ 
cense to the players of 1603 and in the 
text of all the legal documents relat­ 
ing to the poet’s property. T hat the 
poet sanctioned this spelling is clear 
from its adoption in the “Venus and 
Adonis” of 1593 and the “Lucreoe” of 
1594, which were produced under his 
supervision.—London Standard.
